PRISONS AS SCHOOLS. 


From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
Chaplain Reed of the Ohio penitentiary 
has been 
conducting 
a 
correspondence 
school in that institution for the last 14 
months. 
The experiment has been so suc­ 
cessful that the general adoption of the i 
plan seems 
likely. 
Many 
wardens an d 1 
chaplains have already indorsed it. 
T h e1 
governors of 45 states have approved it. A = 
similar school has been established in the 
federal prison at Atlanta. 
The effort has ( 
the backing of a New York publisher who 
contributes $2,500 to every school fund. It 
is called the 
Intra-Wall 
Correspondence 
School. 
Of the 2,500 prisoners in the Ohio peni­ 
tentiary 1,600 are enrolled. The system of 
instruction is that used by recognized cor­ 
respondence schools. 
Of course, a special 
element must enter into prison education— 
the sympathetic understanding which can 
instill hope in hopelessness and fire with 
ambition men who in many instances have 
all but quit. 
The Ohio penitentiary chap­ 
lain 
seemingly 
possesses 
this 
genius. 
Whether the plan will work as well where ( 
this endowment is lacking may be a ques-; 
tion. 
In the Ohio prison a rivalry has develop­ 
ed, a morale has been created which would I 
gratify the principal of any school, or any j 
conscientious teacher. 
When a man in a 
cell can be heard boasting about getting 
“95 in arithmetic today” regeneration is at 
work. 
There is a future for students of 
such purpose and training.

Wildcatter’s Harvest Takes An 
Immense Sum From Investors 


Keeps Her Realm Dry 


(By W. H. Powell, President of the 
Citizens National Bank, Sedalia, Mo.) 
W hen men win by speculative In­ 
vestm ent they make no secret of it, 
but they are frequently extravagant 
in their boastings. 
W hen they lose, 
as do 995 in one thousand, they are 
usually silent. 
They dislike to con­ 
fess their errors in judgm ent and, of 
course, they hate to be regarded as 
poor losers. 
Because of this any attem pt to ar­ 
rive at the broadest approximation of 
the nation’s 
losses 
through 
fake 
stock promotions is risky 
business. 
But even the most conservative esti­ 
mates are sufficiently appalling. 
The B etter Business Commission } 
of New York estim ates th at the wild 
cattery of the United States get up­ 
w ards of one billion dollars a year 
from the public through bogus promo­ 
tions. 
The New York district at­ 
torney puts the total at $700,000,000 
while the figure of the Associated Ad­ 
vertising Clubs of the world Is $600,- 
000,000. 
But, w hatever 
the exact amount, 
the aggregate is appalling. 
Six hun­ 


dred million dollars represents more 
than one-twelfth of all the coin and 
currency in circulation in the United 
States, and it equals the average an­ 
nual addition to the savings funds of 
the nation. 
Officials of the United 
States treasury department, however, 
have estim ated that more than $400,- 
000,000 in Liberty Bonds of the vari­ 
ous issues have been exchanged for 
securities which are profitable only 
to those who sell them, while life in­ 
surance companies report an alarm ­ 
ing Increase In borrowing upon poli­ 
cies, and that their records indicate 
that the money is not going to pro­ 
ductive work. 
The Wall Street Journal, always a 
conservative 
publication, 
suggests 
that perhaps $250,000,000 goes annu­ 
ally to oil stock promoters; $200,000,- 
000 to the sponsors for mining swin­ 
dles, and $150,000,000 more to miscel- 
Janeous bogus promotions based on 
alleged inventions and the like. 
W ere this money left in the banks, 
or Invested In standard securities, its 
owners would receive from $25,000,- 
000 to $40,000,000 in interest upon It
